New York, March.3.—‘‘Ominous rumors,”’ says a cable ‘to the 
Herald from St. Petersburg, ‘‘have spread through business.circles 
that Port Arthur will be abandoned to the enemy after sinking the 
ships, as was done in the Crimean war. During the Crimean war 
of 1853, the Russian fleet in the Black Sea followed the same tac- 
tics as in the Baltic and took refuge in the fortified harbor of Se- 
bastapool, sinking vessels across the entrance to keep out the 
enemv in the Baltic. In the spring of 1554 a powerful British and 
Freneh fleet appeared id the Gulf of Finland, but the Russian fleet } 
declined the combat.and kept safe behind the granite fortresses of} 
ixronstadt and Sveaburg, which owing? to shallow water and dif- 
ficuit’ navigation, could not be attacked by the large vessels com-f 
prising the.allied fleets. In the campaign in 1855 Sveaborg was 
bombarded .and partially destroyed, but again the want of gunboats 
was felt to -be the real Joss to a strict blockade of the Russian ceasts.

THE CONSERVATIVE TAR- 
IFF POLICY. 


What the Conservative tariff policy 
really is, is not altogether easy to sta- 
te. Truly it has been defived as “ ade- 
quate protection,” but the words are 
evidently ured so as to make possible 
various interpretatious to suit circum- 
stances. 


H. 8. Amer, conservative rominee 
for the St. Antoine divizion cf Mona- 
trea!, gives his idea of the conserva- 
tive policy on the tariff in an interview 
telegraphed to the Toronto News, as 


follows :— 


“TJ hold that the Canadian Customs 
tariff of 1897 should be made the sub- 
ject of a thorough and immediate re- 
vision in the interest of trade and 
commerce of this Dominion and of the 
Empire, with a view to the early sub 
mission to Parliament of a revised 
schedule so amexded as to establish 
for each class of dutiable articles a 
minimum and a maximum tariff rate, 
the minim‘ in all cases to be suffici- 

» ent to adeqnately protect legitimate 
C anadian pursuits and industries, the 
difference between the minimum and 
the maximum tariff to constitute a 
preference which may be in return for 
similar advantages accorded upon 
gods imported iuto Canada from 
Great Britsin and from other parts of 
the British Empire ” 


The position held by Mr. Ames, as 
a candidate of the party entitied him 


to speak for it, and there is no mis- 
taking the interpretation which he 


has put on the word ~ adequate.” It 
is on this interpretation that he ex. 
pects, and will very likely secure 


election ; as the constitueacy has been 
represented in the present and past 
Parliamant by Lr.

Trustees: Messrs, J. C. Griffith, F. E. Goode and }4. W. Supple, 
Edmonton. 
CONDITIONS 
_ i. The winners to give'a bond in the sum 
of $100.00, with sufficient Sureties, for the re- 
turn of the cup in good order when required 
by the Trustees. 


2. Each winning team to have at their 
OWN Cust, engraved on a silver shield fitted 
on the Cup for that purpose, the name of the 
eam and the year in which the Cup is won. 


~ 


_ 3- The Cup shall remain the intermediate 
Challenge Cup from year to year, and will 
not become the property of any Club or team, 
ven if won more than once. 


4. In any case of doubt as to the title of 
any club to claim the position of champions, 
the cup shall be held or awarded by the. Trus- 
tees, as they may think right,—their decision 
being final. 

5. Should cne of the Trustees resign or 
otherwise drop out, the remaining trustees 
shall nominate and appoint a substitute who 
shall have the same powers as if he had been 
originally appointed. 

“CHALLENGES AND MATCHES. 

6. All challenges shal! be made in writing, 
in duplicate, one copy of which shall be sent 
or delivered to the Trustees, and the other to 
the challeaged club. 

7- Challenges from clubs are recognised 
by the Trustees from champion clubs of inter- 
mediate District Associations only, and in the 
order received: PROVIDED, bowever, that 
during the season of 1903-4 any individual 
intermediate club in Alberta may challenge. 

8. When a challenge is accepted, the 
Trustees desire the two competing clubs to 
arrange by mutual agreemert all terms of the 
contest, such as choice of date, rink, division 
of gate money, selection of officials, etc. the 
Trustees not wishing to interfere in any way 
if it can be avoided. 

g. Subject to these conditions, the Cup

14. In the event of failure of any two com- 
peting clubs to agree upon any of the terms 
or conditions of the contest, the Trustees shall 
have full and absolute power and authority to 
decide the same as they may deem just and 
reasonable, having regard to other fixtures 
and the circumstances attending any case. 

45. Any expenses incurred by reason of the 
appointment of any official or officials by the 
Trustees, shall be paid and borne by the two 
competing clubs in equal shares. 

16. In the event of failure to agree as to 
the division of gate money, the net amount 
of same shall be divided equally between the 
two competing clubs. 


PEREMPTORY. 

17. The advertised time for all games to be 
played must not be later than 8 p. m. 

(a) The Referee shall give his signal at five 
minutes before the advertised time, another 
signal at the time, and another five minutes 
after time,. when, if the game is not in actual 
play, the same will not count in the contest. 
This penalty, however, may be altered in the 
discretion of the Trustees.
